REMARKS 

The Examiner has required an election under 35 U.S. C. § 121 of a disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims will be restricted if no generic claim 
is finally held to be allowable. The species in this case is a specific compound with all 

variables fully defined. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect the species disclosed in the specification 
at page 19, immediately above line 5 in which the variable "mAb" is to be defined as the 
antibody AC10. Antibody AC10 is disclosed in the specification at page 46, line 20. Thus, 
the elected species is as depicted below:
